Minutes

I.  The meeting was called to order at 6:05pm by Robert.  
II.  Peggy Ketterer, the only guest, was welcomed and then began to explain Swerve 

Driver Training, which is a new program on the Eastside to improve one’s driving.  
She handed numerous items which included highlighters, Frisbees, pamphlets and 
business cards.  It was specified that the training is in Klahanie, and that to be even 
more involved one can join Team Swerve.  She mentioned also the class is $499, 
although it provides expert instructors and many different scenarios to test out one’s 
skills in.  

III.  a.  Robert explained the purpose of the Youth Forum, and announced that the Youth 
City Council was to be held on April 19th at the Water and Sewer District at 7:00.  

      b.  Maggie then explained the Sammi Awards and how it increased the community 
awareness, while having a good time getting dressed up and being honored.  

IV.  a.  Bridget explained the commercial filming that was to occur that upcoming 
Saturday.  She mentioned that the issue they were dealing with this time was 
speeding, and that there were different scenarios to be played out in order to display 
the consequences to these events.

      b/c.  Lynne then spoke about the upcoming youth summit.  She said that one 
happened every two years in some cities.  One good reason to go to this event is to 
see if we would like to have one here ourselves, carpooling was discussed.  This 
absence would be excused as it was for a community leadership event. 

      d/e.  Maggie promotes the Eggstravaganza volunteer training which was going to 
happen on April 2nd from 2:00 to 3:00, a Sunday.  The overall view of the booths and 
the activities one would be doing is to play with the kids and make sure they were 
having a good time.  The cake walk was announced by Lulu who was organizing it.  
She asked everyone to please take one cake mix, that she got from Safeway, so that 
after they bake it during the week before the event she could decorate it.  The times 
they could drop it off at her house was also announced as the few days before the 
event.  

     f.  Maggie announced that the Teen Feed date was changed from April 15th to April 
29th due to the fact the earlier date was the Eggstravaganza as well.  A sign up list was 
sent around.  Maggie also spoke of the pasta that everyone needed to make in order to 
make sure people actually got dinner.

    g.  Robert reemphasized that the Youth City Council date was changed to April 19th.
    h.  Maggie promoted Earth Day on April 22nd, there was to be food, fun, and service on 

Lake Sammamish.



    i.  Lynne announced that Chief Baranzini was leaving this week and the new chief 
would be in within the week.  

    j.  Bridget explained the SYBBQ, and was informed that we may not need BBQ’s 
because Pine Lake Park has one already.  She gave the update that sponsorships were 
happening right now, although the event is on May 6th.  

    k.  Maggie then explained Sample Sammamish, which would benefit Relay for Life.  
The event was altered to fit time and permit constraints.  Yet this would be just 
as effective as each business would have a donation box on their counter that day 
sponsoring the SYB Relay team.

    l.  Lauren announced the SYB Relay team and gave the address: www.acsevents.org/
relay/wa/eastlake, there is a sign up link on this site.  She also announced that there was 
going to be a fundraising meeting next week.

    m/n.  The Lake Washington Superintendent meeting was announced and promoted to 
the LW students as a way to present their issues to someone who could take them to 
the top.  

    o.  The upcoming beach volleyball tournament was announced, it would take place on 
May 26th from 2:00-5:00 at Perrigo Park in Redmond.  

V.  a.  Once again the Mead carnival was announced, although the date was noted to be 
the same as the SYBBQ, yet the logistics could be worked out so that one could go to 
both.  

    b.  The application date was announced as April 15th, the due date is May 15th.  
    c.  9th grade campus is having a Battle of the Bands, they need volunteers on April 21st 

from 7:30 to 10:30pm, it is a Friday.  
    d.  It was announced that the leadership members would be bringing the check to 

Children’s Hospital from the benefit concert on April 26th at 2:45pm.  Michelle 
mentioned that she joined the Children’s hospital guild and is building up fundraising 
in order to do the run.  Reid then spoke about doing the 3-a-day, Robert thought that 
we should consider crewing it.  

    e.  The Programs committee is thinking about summer events, maybe a stargazing 
party.  Talk of a summer committee has arisen.
